Small Observances of Society. 


'While there are 'many small observ- 


ances of the rules of society, some 
need but little consideration, "while 
others, seemingly of almost no impor- 
tance, take their place as a necessity, 
and taelr observance marks the differ- 
ence between those who knoTT and 
those who do not the "proper thing" 
to do. 


Among these the apparently simple 


matter of learning never to stare at 
those passed in daily going about is 
perhaps one of the easiest yet most: 
ncgle<'ted. It is exceedingly poor taste 
to tuin about staring at any one after- 
passing; also to look with any evidence 
of strong interest at a deformed or 
otherwise crippled person met at any 
time or place. Such as tbese are es> 
quisltively sensitive, and to stare at 
them or to make remarks, even if ia a 
low tone, is the height of impoliteness. 
To be Impolite is to be rude; rudeness 
Is evidence of hick of good breeding; 
therefore it is a breach of etiquette to 
let any one that is lame or in any way 
afflicted bodily feel that he or she S3 
being commented upon. 


Another breach that is very often 


committed without the realization of 
Its impropriety is the pointing at ob- 
jects when passing along a crowded 
thoroughfare. 
To walk abreast when 


on a crowded street often gives incon- 
venience to passersby. Therefore it Is 
incorrect, as tbe perfectly bre,d and 
Innately polite person makes it an im- 
perative rule never to Inconvenience 
anybody.

COLORING DRAWINGS. 


A Tip to Draftsmen That May Save 


Time and TroubU. 


Every draftsman has had occasion at 


one time or another to color a drawing 
ora ivlMte print 
The use of colored 


infca ta'unsattsfnctoi'y; crossbatching In 
colors obscures the details and is slow, 
while water colors have the disaflvan- 
fiigc of slo^rneas, besides being difficult 
tb apply evenly. 


A quick and satisfactory method of 


coloring 'involves the use of ordinary 
wax crayons and gasoline. Crayon of 
tbe color desired is applied acd then 
rubbed with, a piece of cloth' -wet with 
gasoline until the color Is even and ex- 
tended to tho limits desired. If 1ft over- 
runs tbe lines it can be erased witti a 
pencil eraser. Somo colors, particular- 
ly the yellows, purpJes, greens and light 
blues, produce much, better results than 
others. 


It Js probable that the gasoline dis- 


solves the wax from the crayon, leav- 
ing the pigment as an. impalpable pow- 
der, -which -when rubbed over the paper 
colors it uniformly. The method is ap- 
plicable with equal success to eggshell 
and 'smooth drawing ..papers _and to 
\vljite prints on both paper nnd cloth.— 
Engineering and Mining Journal.
